more chéry of weakening their home 
forces by exploying a sufficient ‘army 
to speedily settle the country. ‘I'he 
island is decidedly waating-in berboor 
accommodation and the inland means of 
transit by road and rail is woefully de- 
ficient. However, the J apaneso havo only 
had a twelve months’ occupation of it, 
and signs are not wanting of their pro- 
gressive tendencies. -To desoribe the 
position of affairs it is necessary to give 
4 few geographical facts, First, one 
must draw a lino through the centre of 
the island from gouth to north as far aa 
on the parallel of Twa-tu-tia, thence 
eastward to Kelung.

‘Tho fifteenth ordinary general mectiog” of 
tha Indo-China Steam Navigation’ Co., 
Limited, was held on 28th May, at. the 
offices, 29, Cornhill, E.0., Mr J. Maoan- 
drew (chairman) presiding. The Chairman 
asid ;—Befora 1 address myself to the bu: 
ness topics which you huve te‘ consider to- 
doy, I minst take the first opportanity in my 

wer of expreasiog tho dee regret that bes 
Bean felt not only by myself but-by ell the 
members of the board at the joss of our ra- 
epeoted collesgie, Mr J, MeGregor. Mr 

eGregor was a director of the Compan 
from its..commeneement, and always. too! 
the greatest {uterest in its development and 
welfare. His greabexperience-in connestion 
with steamships has been of immense value 
to the board, The board. has already con- 


-| veyed to his widow and his family the ox- 


preasion of their sincere regret at bis loss. 
Tam glad that we are able to show, on the 
whole, a pretty good year for 1895, and that, 
notwithstanding some adverse incidents, we 
are still able to recommend to the sharehol- 
derae division equal to that whioh was made 
last year of $ per cont. (Hoar, hear). 
Saticfactory trade hag been cerried on in 
spite of the wor with: Japay, and perhaps 
oven, in some respects, on account of that 
war, The vosssls of the fleet have found 
good employment throughout the year, At 
the same tima it bos been quite apparent to 
the board, as was indicated at the last annual 
meeting, that several of these vessels are not 
up fo the modem standard, and more parti- 
cularly for what is now required in the 
Chiseae passonger trade, It hos, therefore, 
appeared necessary to the board te make a 
considerable addition to the strength of the 
fleet during the past ycor, I am eure that in 
doing this we are on the right track, and that 
wo shall be able in the futare to work our 
lines much more officiently than has been 
done hitherto. In carrying out our trading 
operations wo have bad the advantage of the 
advice and superintendence of our marine 
superintendent, who came home from Shang- 
hai for the parpose. Ho bas given rory 
great attontion to this business, and I thin: 
the frnits of the course wo have taken will 
be apparentia the improved type of vossel 
which we have now pleced on the most im- 
portant sections of our various tines, and 
which are now commencing to do very good 
work in Chine, The whole fleet is ia excel- 
Jent condition, and it should not now require 
improvement for a considerable timo to 
cone, With referencs to tho case of the 
Kow Shing, Ican only repeat what is said 
inthe report. It hes not been lost sight of, 
and no one laments the uareasounble delay 
that has taken place in coming to a settle- 
mont more than myself, [t muat bo cbvious 
to you that the decision of this matter does 
not reat with the board.at all, All that we 
can do je what we have been doing, and that 
isto keop the question prominently bofore 
ourselves, and upon fittiog occasions to urge 
tho requisite ection on the part of the For- 
Gigi Office, They are meeting uo fairly so 
far as they oan, ‘They always inform us 
that they ara doing their best in the mattor, 
but Obineso delay is a good deal responsible 
for the disappointmest which we have ex- 
perienced in this matter, We still bope 
that our efforts in this direction will be 
orowned with encoess. The amount stated 
as the preeent value of the fleet shows a 
material incroase on the previous figures, 
and we have been able to get the money ree 
‘quired for that addition so far upon mo- 
dorate terms, Tho amount dus to the Com- 
ny in Chino has again been meterially ro- 
used, bat with ths large number of 
agencics which wo have at work there it 
must always show a pretty considerable 
figare, The bigher rate of exchange has 
fortunately pata stop to the drain that we 
have for ao many yeara experienced on that 
aovount. I think the. shercholders may 
take it from mo that they read be under 
no apprehension that tho value of the 
vessels of the Company stands at any ficti- 
tious amount, but that it.18 really a fair and. 
proper estimate at which they are valued, 
lowever, notwithstanding this, tho caution 
whioh is given by tha anditors will, of 
conrad, receive all Gitting attention, and we 
shall be prepared to moet them so faras may 
seem reazonablo nod proper, Daring tho 
present year, 1896, f am afraid there will 
@ some unuscal claims te be mot in our 
underwriting. account. The case of the 
Onavo is alluded toin the report, The sad 
loss of life which oogurred when the Unwo was 
lost is greatly to be lamented, ‘and the only 
satisfactory feature in the matter is that our 
owa vestol hae beev pronounced free from 
blame for the collision, The oage is under- 
going a friendly scttlemont with the com. 
pany whone steamer—the Newehwang—ran 
down ours, and J hopa that no difficulty 
Will arine-in the matter, There is also a 
now steamor—the Ux Sang—whiob took tha 
ground in entering the Hongkong harbour, 
and J am afraid that the repaira which will 
bo necessary in that case will be rather cou- 
siderable, Wo also have just reosived In- 
talligence by telegram to'the effect that the 
Tak Song has been in collsion with another 
vease!, the Kung Ping, under cfroumstanoes 
of which we have yet no ijoformatign. 
Whether we are to binme in the matterror 
not I onnnot ‘say, However, these instances 
are somowhet unfortunate after the rus of 
good Inok that we have previously enjoyed 
with our vessels. The freights hays not 
opened: very well, this year, The effet 
of the war is beginning to be felt mora 
now than it was while hostilities wore 
active, and trade in the northorn pro- 
vinoes particularly has been toa cer.

INDIAN TROOPS FOR THE DE- 
. -FENOE OF AUSTRALIA. 
‘The Pioneer has. tho following iptereating 
atticle on the-genoral defanco ofthe Co- 
lonies —- ‘ 


We. have already. discussed Mt Oralp’s 
article’ on‘ the ald that. Australian troops 
might afford to Indi in s war aysinst Rus 
sia, aud referred in passing to his idom that 
Indian troops might in an emergency be 
despatched to Australia to resist a Franco- 
RRussian invasion, designed less fop con- 
quest than to forcs the Colonics to separate 
from the mother country. . We are, afraid 
this idea betrays considerable haziness of 
the conditions governing: the exiatonce of 
the British Empire. - Unless our Navy hed 
been defeated in a series of battles and wo 
had temporarily completely lost the oom- 
mand of the sca, uo combined French and 
Ruasian aquadron could venture to do more 
than makearald on the Australian coast 
towns, and the prospects of their doing 
even thia much are considered by most 
naval mon: to be moro than visionary. 
Assuming, howevor, that they made the 
attempt, having successfully eluded the 
British equadron or.beaten it, it is obvious 
that they dare not~ romain long off tho 
Australian coast, since British dquadrons 
on the Chins, East Indies and Pacific 
station would be hastening to intercept and 
attack them, It is equally obvious that it 
would either not be safe to transport an 
Indian force to Austcalia to repel an inva- 
aion, or if tho seas wore safe it would mean 
tho enemy must hava retreated and the 
help wold come tov late. Moreover, it 
would bo unneceasary,- for no ‘ordinary 
hostile equadron could carry troops enough 
to compel tho Australian Coionios to 
foreske their allegiance to the Empire, 
and baforo he could land any men 
at ‘all in any effective position, the 
onemy by hypothesis would have had o 
severe sca fight with the British squadron 
aad an ongagemant with tho local defence 
forces, and would be in drcad of reiuforce: 
ments from other squadrons cutting off 
his retreat, Lastly, dealing with this sams 
hypothesia, whars would the combined 
Russian dud French fleet havo started from, 
and from what base would it draw iis mon, 
munitions, cealand supplies? Tho neareat 
French port of any use for tho purpose is 
Saigon in Oochin-China, bat one of tho 
first results of a war with Hngland would 
be'the aurrendor of tho woak garrisons of 
French Indo-China, planted among hostild 
populations, to an Indiaugexpeditionary 
force and the loss of the colany and coal 
ing atation, Thora remains Viadivostock, 


‘from which o - Russian floot could issus, 


prepared to form a junction with the 
French warships and then atoam dowa to 
bombard the Australian Colonies Into aub- 
mission! It may bo retorted that-thera is 
nothing very improbable in this, inasmuch 
as wo have been. warned olready that 
Russia alone hes a stronger navel force io 
Chinese waters than ours, But oven if this 
wero true, it omits the fact-that while 
Russia and France have no other ships In 
the Far East we have o squadron in the 
Pacific, another on tho Ausiralian and a 
third on the East Indian station, all of 
which could reinforeo our fleet in the China 
Soaa or intercept tho Russian ships on the 
way to Auntralis. Tho moat elementary 
naval atrategy would bring it about that at 


tho ontbroak of hostilities our Admirals 


would be watching the only effective squad- 
rons of the enemy with such dispositions 
that rolnforcenents could be hurried to any 
threataned point in the excecdingly limited 
‘area of postible operations. 

Taking now the alternative that wo had 
beon defeated in several battles and bed 
lost the command of tho sea, the feasibility 
of sendieg Indian troops to Aastralia is 
evon los apparent, Not tho existence. of 
Avatralia slonc, but the existenca of India 
as part of the Empiro would bo at stake, or 
rather would be settled, fur, cut off from 
home and tho sea routes beld by the enemy, 
the British rsj would scon bo over. Tho 
Fronch aud Russians would not be landing 
troops to coerce Molbourne and Sydnoy 
into a hollow aubmission ; just then thoir 
first cago would be to threaten Galoatts and 
Bombay, thoroby bringing about o eltuation 
which, with our troops mostly ooucentraled 
on the frontier could end only in ono way. 
Fortunately there is a very big ‘if’ in the 
case, But we think that itis fairly obvious 
if Russia and France wore in position to 
invade Australia, India would at that tine 
not be in a position to-send out any native 
reglnenta to help the Colonists,
